REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 5, 20, and 25 to 31 were previously pending and remain pending without 
further amendment. 

All the claims stand rejected pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, for an 
alleged lack of enablement. 
Response to the Enablement Rejection 

The Office Action acknowledged that the specification provided sufficient 
guidance for the inhibition of a viral infection of a cell in vitro. However, the Examiner was 
concerned about enablement of the in vivo subject matter of the claims. To address this 
remaining concern, the Applicants provide a declaration with experimental data showing the 
claimed subject matter works in vivo in accordance with the teachings of the specification. 
Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request that this grounds of rejection be reconsidered 
and withdrawn.
